. Mr. Johnson quoted freely from those |
aforesaid decisions in making up the argu-
mants of some of his late veto messages. Ita
oase, therefore, could be brought before this
Court and a full bench before July, involving
the constitutionality of these vetowed bills, it is

ousible that they might on a party division,
ve to four, be prononnesd null and void.
‘What then? Why then Pandemonium would
| loose, and discord and confusion
dire would prevail over the length and
breadth ofthe land. Thers appears no pro-
bability, however, that the case suggested can
be worked up before the reassembling of Con-
gress, or that in the interval & full bench of
the Buprems Court could be mustered even if
the appeal contemplated should be brought
in. There are one or two invalid members of
the old Deémooratic Taney school who must not
be overlooked in these nice calenlations.

Assumping, therefore, that all these schemes
for defeating Congress through a gnap judg-
ment from the Bopreme Court are moonshine
and green cheese, what will be the conse-
quences of these proposed exporiments?  The
mere announcement of such projected legal
proceodings nnder the advice, connivaunce, or

consent of the President, will operate to check
the work of reconstruction so promisingly
commenced in the South, and will result in
another Northem reaction against him and his

litloal supporters, In this thing Mr. Johnson
4 blundering again—he i furnishing new
oapital to the Northern radicals, and is doing
exactly what they want in delaying and con-
fusing the work of Bouthern reconstruction
and restoration. The longer the excluoded
States remain excluded by their own and the
Prasident’s folly, as their chief adviser, the |
better will it serve the lmlilirul game of the [
radicals. Moreover, he is strengthuning the
impeachment party before the impeschment
committee in these movements to bring about
a confliot in his behalf botween the Buprane
Court and Congress,

If there were any chances, or a single pro-
mising chance for o judgment from the Court
against Congress and it mensures of Southern
reorganization in the interval to July, the
experiment indicated would still he full of
danger and inevitably ruinous to the Exen-
tive, the Court, and all concerned; but ng there
is no prospect for thiz thing, Mr. Johnson
would do well at onee to give it up. If he de-

In whatever shape the appeal may be pro-
sented, and whatever be its immediate result
—whather, as is probable, the Supreme Court
reluses to intertere with the law bemuse it is
gtrictly political in its nature, or woether, na
i& hioped by Rebel politiviang, it renders n de-
vigion favorable to their views—we regard the
movement as impolitie, and fraught with mix-
chiaf to the now excluded States. Mr. Reverdy
Johnson, than whom in legal questions thera
are fow higher authorities, has expressed the
opinion that the Court has no original juris-
diction in the case. An early decision, or a
decision in advance of the complate oparation
of the law, is, therefore, to say the least, ex-
tremely unlikely, For the State Executives
which encourage the movement can derive no
benefit from even o favorable decision, if il be
not delivered until after they have been swept
away, and the work they would ohstruct shall
have been virtoally consummated. A deei-
glon after the States have been reconstructed,
affirming the wnoonstitutionality of the pro-
cess of reconstruction, would practically be of
no more avail than a judivial affirmation of the
unconstitutionality of any measnre smployed
in the prosecation of the war.

This is the EI.:-'.III'I" of the -]l!"‘.'li-“!] which
more immediately concerns the Sonth. [is
pride may be gratified by a legal assanlt upon
the policy of Congress, bat only incorrigible
fools can suppose that policy will be materi-
ally hindered, or on any pending question
reversed, by an appeal to the CUourts, The
refusal of Judge Marting of the Superior
Court of Baltimore, to grant the injunction
prayed for by the Maryland radicals, to pre-
vent the meeting of the State Convention,
provesds on the hypothesis that the Conven-
tion is a political body of which the State
Legislature had proper and exclusive cogui-
zince, By o P:u'it.y of rensoning, and with the
precedent of the decision in the “Dorr lebal-
lion' vage to sustain it, the Sapreme Court
may not nnreasonably be expected to disclaim
jurisdiction in the premises, At any rate, the
fnet is incontestable that Congress has abgo-
lute mastery over the subject. By mo appeal
to the Courts, by no qll“-llll' of law yars, hy no
combination or effrontery of SBouthern politi-
vinns, can this fact be overcome. A denial of
it theoretically will not affect it practically,
And the supremacy of Congress will continue,
despite petitions for injunctions or averments
of unconstitutionality. Its power to carry out
itz will is already assured, Neither the Pre-
sident nor the lawyers can compel its admis-
sjon of Southern Represgptatives, its ac-
knowledgment of State Governments which it
has deoreed provisional, or its abatement of
one jots of the conditions which it has jm-
posad upoen the Sonth.

Of what utility, then, will be the movement
of which we hear from Washington, or of any
wovement looking to judicial intervention as
a means of obtaining more reasonable terms?
Absolutely not a particle. An opposite result,
however, is not at all improbable. Congress
may meet fgain for business in three short
months, if a quornm of its members deem a
rensgembling expedient, Nothing will be
better 1'ﬂ]n‘iit'llt'1] to bring about the step than
anything like an organized attempt to check
the working of the Reconstruction act. And
very little reflectionis reguired to perceivie how
readily Congress may tightenits grip and mnl-
tiply its demands. It may say, for instance,
with a certain show of renson, that the State
execntives, having been tolerated merely, not |
ncknowledged, have forfeited their title to
toleration by this attempt to frustrate the
purposs of the law. It may revise the instruo-
tions to the Commanding Generals, and for a
wide latitude of discretion substitute manda-
tory provisions, depriving the present civil
authority of its “provisional” existence, It
may deocide that the orders issued by the mili-
tary commanders, and which are confessedly of
the most moderate and concilistory character,
are too moderate and conciliatory for the ocen-
sion. We spesk only of pussibilities. But
they are possibilities which Congress may
change into actualities befors the end of July,
if any vontingency shall secm to imperil the
efficacy of its plan.

Heeallod from the pursuit, greatly
agninst i own judgment, Ly General Grant,
he was relleved of his commuand nine days after
the battle, and ordered to Cincinnati.

Two months after his appointment, October
40, 1o the command of the l»!lh Corpa nt Doy-
limg Gireen, Ky, he had converted a dewmora-
lized ralible fnto n magnifficent army, and led
it across the Cumberland, The fouy days'
batile of Stone river was won not mof®hy the
intrepidity of the soldiers than by the per.
sonal valor and wpkill of Rosecrans himsalf,
and was a magnificent prelude to the brilliant
chmpaign of the summer of 1863, by which he
drove Bragg's army out of Middla Tennessee,
and aoross the Tennessee river.  The battle of
Chickamauge in September was a bloody en-
connter. in which both sides were too badly
oripplod to vontinue the fray: but it seoured
us in the possession of Chattanooga, the ob
joctive ppint of the campaign, and the key of
all the conntry gouth of the Cumberland
Mountaing. Nevertheless, Roeeorans was again
relieved of his command, sud for saveral months
was pllowed 1o remain in obsourity. Then he
way sent to Missouri, where, besides doing effi-
oient gnrvice, he discovered the setret conspi-
raey of the Knights of the Golden Cirole. Yot
he was once more removied, and has never
had a command since,

Whether Ueneral Rosecrmits’ unfortunate
retations willi the War Department and the
Headquarters of the Army are to ba traced to
any fault of his own, we have no means of
knowing. We only koow that of all onr
generals he has uniformly been one of the
mogt fortunate in the eld and one of the most
unfortunate everywhere alge: and that his re.
tirement ought to awaken in us a doubls
regret, that we have lost the services of an
acoomplished officer, and have rewarded so
inndequately what he has done for us hitherto.
